FAST BOATS WOULD 
BE PUT IN SERVICE 


Fifty Steel Barges Probably 
Would Be Part of Equip- 
ment Between St. Louis 
and New Orleans.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—The 
Post-Dispatch correspondent is in a 
position to assure the people of the 
Mississippi Valley that a decision 
favorable to the installation of Gov- 
ernment freight service on the river 
between St. Louis and New Orleans 
has been reached by Judge Prouty 
and Commissioner Meyer of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, and 
that this decision has gone to Direc- 
tor-General McAdoo, who is in Cali- 

fornia. 

It ig assumed here that this re- 
moves all question of the outcome of 
the fight for use of the Mississippi 
5 River as an aid to war fransporta- 
tion. There are two considerations 
governing this assumption: 

First: Maving asked Judge 
Prouty and Commissioner Meyer, 
two of the foremost transportation 
experts in the country, to hear the 
‘evidence and decide what should 
be done, the Director-General is 
scarcely going to ignore their re- 
commendation, 

Second—Inasmuch as the Presi- 
dent has personally authorized the 
installation of Government freight 
traffic on the Mississippi between 
St. Louis and Minneapolis, has giv- 
en out of his personal war fund 
money needed to complete the 
chain of waterways between the 
Lilinois coal fields.and--@hieago, 
and is known to believe too much 
time has already been lost bring- 
ing the Lower Mississippi to the 
relief of the railroads, it is not 
likely that the Director-General 
will permit any further delay in 
getting the project started. 

It has virtually been known from 
the time the case was presented to 
the arbiters here on last Monday 
that their decision would be favo- 
able. While Commissioner Meyer 
said nothing, though known to be 
an advocate of inland waterways, 
Judge Prouty was at times outspo- 
ken in his sympathy with the pro- 
posed use of the Mississfppi. He 
practically said he was for it. 

Factors Favoring River. 

Indeed, two factors seem to have 
very speedily settled the whole mat- 
ter: One was the exposure by the 
Post-Dispatch of the railroad oppo- 
sition to the project, which had de- 
layed action upon it for 45 days at 
the time the expose was made. 

The other was the convincing case 
made by the valley at the hearing. 
There were in the hall when the case 
opened some 300 men, including all 
the Senators and Congressmen from 
the valley states and business men 
from every considerable city on the 
Mississippi and its tributaries. All 
of these men demanded use of the 
rivers—first as a necessity to move 
the products of the valley during the 
War; second as the right of the val- 
ley, which produces three-fourths of 
the foods raised in the United States. 
There was no dissent among the busi- 
ness men as to the inadequacy of 
the railroads in the present emer- 
gency. They testified to that all the 
way from New Orleans to Minneap- 
elis. 

Equipment to Be Used. 

Accepting the general view here 
that the fight is won, interest turns 
to the exact way in which the serv- 
ice will be instituted. It is believed 
that boats and barges now on the 
river will be impressed into service 
until the Government equipment can 
be built. This equipment, as recom- 
mended by the Inland Waterways 
Committee, will be unlike anything 
the river has seen. It will consist 
of seven high-power steel boats, 
capable of more speed than any tow- 
boats ever used on the river. There 
Will be 50 steel barges, each with a 
eapacity of 2000 dead-weight tons. 
Five of these barges will make a 
tow, and the round trip between St.

Dr. Soper, who resides at 4731 
Westminster place and has an office 
in the Wall Building, said the total 
claim covered his services to Mr. and 
Mrs. Cella for a period of three 
months, from Feb. 1 until their 
deaths, and also included bills for 
the services of seven other physi- 
cians, who were called into consulta- 
tion. 

He said the amount was arrived at 
by the customary physicians’ method 
of charging in proportion to the abil- 
ity of the patient to pay. “In view 
of the financial standing of the Cel- 
las, I consider the bill very reason- 
able,’ he said. 

The claim for attending Mrs 
Cella included such items as calls at 
Wildwood, the Cella home in St. 
Louis County, $250 each; visits to 
St. Luke’s Hospital, $25 each; visits 
of Mrs. Cella to Dr. Soper’s office, 
$10 each. 

Dr. Soper’s individual bill for at- 
tending Mrs. Cella was $4200. Other 
physicians who presented claims 
were Dr. Ellsworth Smith and Dr. 
Enzman. Dr. Smith went to Wild- 
wood twice on consultations, and 
charged $500 for each visit. 

The list also included 15 consulta- 
tions at St. Luke’s Hospital between 
Dr. Smith and Dr. Enzman, for which 
each. of them charged $50 a visit.

RULES TO PROVIDE FOR VOTE

Regulations Soon to Be Issued to 

Cover Men in States Where They 

' Are Allowed the Ballot.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Regu- 
lations soon will be issued by the 
War and Navy Departments, Secre- 
taries 
ers today, providing that the A:ver- 
icans in military service both abrcad 
and at home, from states which have 
enacted laws for absentee voting of 
those in the service, may casi their 
ballots in the congressional] elections 
next fall. 

Casting of ballots by the men in 
the service will be permitted, the 
heads of the army and navy stated, 
in so far as it does not interfere witn 
military operations or training. 

The decision reversed a ruling pre- 
viously made by the War Depart- 
ment which would have prevented in 
service overseas from voting. 

Strong objection to voting by sol- 
diers overseas is said to have come 
from the army General Staff, al- 
though President Wilson recently 
stated that he was most anxious that 
as many soldiers and sailors as pos- 
sible be permitted to exercise their 
franchise.

Man Who Fled Germany 
in Airplane Says Soldiers 
at Front Are Tired of War 


Patience of People, However, Is Marvelous, Dr. 
Nicholai Declares—Says Food Con- 
ditions Are Bad. 


By the Associated Press. 
COPENHAGEN, June 25.—The 
four residents of Berlin who escaped 
from Germany several days ago in 
airplanes and’ landed in « Denmask 
have been released. They will not be 
interned. The refugees included Dr. 
G. F. N. Nicholai, formerly professor 
of physiology at Berlin University. 
The men said they fled from Berlin | 
because of the serious conditions | 
there. 


’ Two of the men wore military uni- 
forms and all declared they pre- 
ferred death to a return to Germany. | 


The German soldiers generally are | 


tiréd of the war, but the patience of 
the people as a whole, especially the | 
middle classes, is marvelous in vicw 
of the prevalent unfavorable condi- 
tions, said Dr. Nicholai, when ques- 
tioned regarding conditions in Ger- 
many. 

In official circles, continued Prof. 
Nicholai, the war is expected to ‘ast 
a long time yet, but among the pev- 
ple the opinion is expressed by many 
that the present offensive on the 
western front will be decisive. While 
the people generally are patient, nt 
the same time they are anxious for 


‘peace, the professor said. 


Food conditions in the empire are 
extremely bad, Prof. Nicholai re- 
ports. As against the disappointment 
from the failure of the Ukraine sup- 
plies to come up to expectations, 
however, some encouragement had 
been received from the recent rains, 
which it Was hoped would result in 
production of better crops at home 
than last year. 

Nothing appears in the German 
papers, the professor stated, regard- 
ing the many effective enemy air 
raids upon German cities. 

Owing to the scarcity of all kinds 
of commodities, robberies and bur- 
glaries have greatly increased, and 
even in the first-class hotels the 
guests do not venture to leave their 
clothing or shoes outside their doors 
for cleaning. As for soap, one finds 
it necessary, the professor said, to 
keep it in one’s pockets. 

Although taxes are constantly in- 
ereasing, said Prof. Nicholai 
speaking of economic conditions, the 
payment of the interest on the war 
loans is not covered, and it is ex- 
pected that in future only 2 per ceit 


of the interest on the 5-per-cent 
loans will be disbursed, the remair- 
der being added to the principal wf 
the loan. 


GERMAN PEOPLE ARE 
TOLD OF BIG U. S. 
FORCES IN FRANCE 


Press of Country Tells of Ameri- 


can Defeats and Prints Cas- 
ualty Lists. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

THE HAGUE, June 25.—America 
in France continues to have a fascin- 
ation for German public opinion. One 
news item that has just made the 
rounds of the German press, that 
America claimed to have 800,000 
men in France, records that figure 
as openly mentioned in Germany. 
The entire German press has print- 
ed American official reports of 
losses to date, which are calculated 
to convince the most suspicious that 
American troops are actually fight- 
ing hard. 

The Vossische Zeitung features on 
its first page a telegram from the 
Hague purporting to give Gen. Per- 
shing’s statement to the New York 
World and Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent that strong American 
forces have been drawn together for 
the defense of Calais and Boulogne. 
The Hague telegram then elabor-

BOMBED BY GERMANS 


Projectile Bursts in Operating 
Room—Many Patients Car- 
ried Down Ladders.

CANADIAN HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, June 25.—A Canadian 
hospital, on a site behind the British 
front, occupied for 18 months, was 
bombed by the Germans last night 
and several persons, including doc- 
tors and officer patients, were killed 
or seriously wounded. 

The bombing of the Canadian hos- 
pital last night followed the bomrb- 
ing of two other Canadian hospitals 
near the coast. The building on 
which bombs were dropped iast 
night sheltered thousands of wound- 
ed during the fighting last March. 
‘Canadian nurses, doctors and officer 
patients were among the number 
of those killed or seriously wounded. 

The roofs were painted with great 
red crosses and the buildings have 
never been used during. the war for 
military purposes. German squad- 
rons, which have often flown over 
it in daylight raids, have hitherto 
dropped no bombs near the build- 
ings. 

Last night one three-story wing 
which was about 200 yards long 
caught fire after being cut in half 
by a huge bomb. Bravely the staff 
of the hospital started to rescue 
helpless patients cut off by the 
flames in an adjacent wing. Doctors 
and orderlies brought them through 
shattered windows and down ladders 
to safety. The first bomb went 
through two floors and into the 
operating room, where the night 
staff was working on some urgent 
eases that had just arrived. The 
operating staff, including nurses, 
was buried under debris and in a 
few minutes the fhole operating sec- 
tion was a flaming tomb. Bursting 
tubes of ether and hydrogen added 
to teh shastliness of the sight.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Ger- 
man submarines operating on 
side of the Atlantic Ocean have sunk 
their first troop ship. The Navy 
Department has announced a British

The troop ship apparently was not 
under convoy. The submarine was

The fact that the British vessel 
was sunk far off the coast led offi- 
cials to believe that she either had 
encguntered a home-bound subma- 
rine that had been operating in 
Amerigan waters, or one that was 
bound here for further rafds on ship- 
ping. 
The vessel destroyed was said to 
have been the former Russian steam- 
er Dwinsk, but the Navy Department 
was not permitted to make the name 
public under an agreement with the 
British admiralty. 
Of the four boats from the steam- 
er accounted for, two were found by 
‘a steamer and their occupants taken 
to New York, a third was picked up 
by another steamer and the men 
taken to Hampton Roads, and the 
fourth by a sailing vessel, which 
landed the crew at Bermuda.

Shock of Two Great Nations. 
We have seen in this contest the 
clear shock of two great nations. Had 
the Austrians prevailed at the Piave 
it may be questioned whether North- 
ern Italy could have been defended, 
or Italy could have maintained the 
struggle, and the collapse of Italy 
would infallibly have released Aus- 
trian divisions for service on the 
western front. In spirit and in 
strength, the allies would have been 
put to it once more had Italy failed 
on the Piave. 

But, so far from failing, Italy has 
smashed that Austrian offensive. The 
Austrian armies are retreating in 
something which must resemble a 
rout, and this great disaster has 
come at a time when the domestic 
condition of Austria has become 
acute almost beyond exaggeration. 
To escape from domestic evils, Aus- 
tria, under German impulse, staked 
all upon the possibility of achieving 
a foreign victory. Her -failure has 
been complete, and the actfon upon 
her home population must be enor- 
mous. 

It would be a mistake to assume 
that Italy has won an easy victory. 
All the accounts that we yet have of 
the battle of the Piave indicate that 
the Austrians fought with great 
courage; that they were supported 
by tremendous artillery; and that, so 
far from being easily beaten, their 
preliminary gains were large, and, 
in one or two places, threatened to 
be decisive. The first stage of the 
Austrian attack was unquestionably 
successful; the subsequent failure 
was due to the skill and the prompt- 
ness with which § Italian reserves 
were handled and to the state of 
training and morale of the Italian 
troops themselves. 

Value of the March to Italy. 

For Italy, the battle of the Piave 
has at once the value which the bat- 
tle of the Marne had for France. 
It saves the fertile and highly indus- 
trialed regions of the northern 
provinces of the Savoy kingdom. It

In their retreat from the Piave, 
if the Austrians are unable to stand 
on the east bank of the river, they 
will be threatened by no such peril 
as hung over the Italfans in the first 
stages of Caporetto last year. Pos- 
session of the Alps covers the flank 
of the beaten Austrians, and they 
will be able to retire along lines of 
communication which will not be 
threatened by flank or rear attacks. 

The sole question will be whether 
the retreat degenerates into a flight, 
or whether at the Piave or the Tag- 
liamento, or even at the Isonzo, the 
broken lines are reorganized and the 
front re-established. The possibili- 
ties of the envelopment and capture 
of any of the armies engaged is ex- 
tremely unlikely. We must expect 
at most consequences like those of 
the Marne rather than like those of 
Sedan. 

Value to Common Canse. 
Looking backward now to the 
anxiety and apprehension with 
which the allied publics have regard- 
ed the Italian front for more than 
six months, and recognizing the ex- 
tent to which allied confidence has 
been temporarily weakened by Ger- 
man successes on the west front, it is 
impossible to exaggerate the value of 
the contemporary Italian triumph, or 
to overestimate the contribution Italy 
now has made to the common cause. 
Whether Austria collapses in revolu- 
tion or retires to a sullen and pas- 
sive defense, it is hardly too much 
to believe that Austria has shot her 
bolt for the war and that Germany 
will be left single-handed to face the 
great Western Powers in the decisive 
campaign of the war. 
The military value of the Italian 
success on the Piave is considerable 
locally and bound to have influence 
on the other fronts. The political 
importance is tremendous and its ef- 
fect in Vienna, in Sofia and Con- 
stantinople, as well as in Berlin, can 
hardly be overstated. A hunger of- 
fensive, conducted by one of the Cen- 
tral Powers, has resulted not in the 
conquest of food, but in the loss of 
a great battle. The starving popu- 
lace, which was to be fed on the un- 
substantial but possibly cheering 
fodder of military success, must now 
continue hungry, with only defeat 
for dessert. 
All Americans will join in con- 
gratulating a gallant ally on a splen- 
did military achievement, the more 
splendid because it follows defeat 
and depression.

“Capt. Smith and the personnel 
of this battery, although subjected 
to three fires for its destruction 
and to a heavy bombardment dur- 
ing the enemy’s counter attack, 
served their guns in the open and 
displayed great courage and tire- 
less devotion.” * 

Lost Three Officers at Start. 

Company D, First Engineers, 
also was cited as follows: 

“Although handicapped at the 
beginning of the action by the loss 
of two officers killed and one 
wounded, nevertheless it carried 
out its mission in a highly efficient 
and satisfactory manner. 

“In addition to its duties, it act- 
ed as an infantry reinforcement 
and during three days suffered 
severely in killed and wounded.” 

Sanitary Section U. S. 649 is thus 
cited: 

“The personnel of this section, 
without regard to personal danger 
displayed great courage and devo- 
tion to duty in assisting and evacu- 
ating the wounded.” 

The citations of officers and 
men record in simple language the 
engagement at Cantigny, which is 
destined to form a glorious page in 
American history. They read as 
follows: 

“Lieut. G. P. Cather (since 
killed in action)—With splendid 
courage and coolness he mounted 
the parapet of a trench and direct- 
ed a destructive flanking fire. from 
two automatic rifle teams, exposed 
to seven German machine guns. 

“Sergt. Edward Nester Owicz— 
Knocked unconscious by a shell 
and left behind, he staggered on 
and rejoined his company, after 
which, mortally wounded, he died. 

“Sergt. WilNiam L. Kouns—Seri- 
ously wounded he helped to repel 
a counter attack, assisted the 
wounded, and refused to quit. 

“Sergt. Frank Kelly, machine 
gunner—He brought in two 
wounded and did valiant service 
with the accuracy of his machine 
gun. 

“Corp. Joseph Somers—He wired 
an important position while under 
machine-gun fire-and assisted a 
wounded comrade. : 

“Private Brooks C. Bowles—He 
crept several hundred yards _ in 
daylight under a terrific machine 
gun and rifle fire to rescue a 
wounded comrade lying in the 
open.

“Hank” (Henry L.) Weeke, City 
Commissioner of Weights and Meas- 
ures, and member of the Republican 
City Committee, cannot lawfully re- 
tain either his city office or his seat 
on the committee, in the opinion 
of Attorney - General McAllister. 
Weeke discovered yesterday that he 
is technically an enemy alien, he 
having been born in Germany, and 
his father not having become a citi- 
zen of the United States until after 
‘“‘Hank’s”’ twenty-first birthday. 

Mayor Kiel said yesterday, after 
learning the facts in Weeke's case, 
that he knew of nothing which would 
prevent him from holding his city 
job, as the charter makes no re- 
quirement as to citizenship, and says 
only that office holders must be res- 
idents of the city for a year before 
appointment. 

The Attorney-General, however, 
cites the State Constitution, which 
says: ‘“‘No person shall be elected 
or appointed to any office in this 
State, civil or military, who is not a 
citizen of the United States.” 

Calls Appointment Illegal.

DRAFT AGE FROM 18 TO 45 


Fall Would Send Men to Front Only 
After Reaching 21—Measure for 
Industrial Registration. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Two 
proposals to change the draft age 
were submitted to the Senate yester- 
day during debate on the $12,000,- 
000,000 army bill by Senator Fall of 
New Mexico and Senator France of 
Maryland. 

Both would make the enrollment 
ages 18 to 45. This is the only re- 
spect, however, in which the pro- 
posals resemble each other. Senator 
Fall’s amendment is purely a mili- 
tary service amendment, while Sen- 
ator France's is a bill providing that 
every male in the country, between 
the ages specified, shall be enrolled 
and classified, and then may be 
called for any sort of service the 
President shall deem necessary. 

The Fall amendment provides that 
those registered under the age of 21 
shall not be drafted nor used for 
service upon the firing line till they 
shall have reached the age of 21. 

Senator Fall explained that his 
purpose in lowering the age limit to 
18 is to provide a large force for 
training.

War Work to eB Spread Out. 

At the meeting today, Paul V. 
Bunn, general manager. of the 
Chamber of Commerce, was chosen 
temporary chairman. He = intro- 
duced Johnson, who explained the 
purpose of the meeting. He told of 
the request of the War Industries 
Board two weeks ago, and of its 
wiesh to spread war manufacturing 
throughout the country, rather than 
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When the war broke out, Johnson 


prepared for the kind of manufac- 
turing necessary for war work, and 
as a result war industries crowded 
about the Eastern cities, resulting 
in great railroad congestion there, 
as well as presenting many labor and 
housing difficulties. 

He declared the Government has 
now decided to correct this difficulty 
by a more equal distribution of war 
manufacturing in the various centers 
of the country and to do this it has 
established 20 districts. Through this 
means it hopes to encolfirage the co- 
ordination ,of manufacturing, thus 
enabling men conducting small man- 
_ufacturing plants to get part of the 
work, and instead of giving all con- 
tracts to plants capable of doing mil- 
lions of business to distribute it in 
parts to those who manufacture in a 
smaller way.

FOLK ASSALS 
SGHING OF PEACE 
PLEA BY. WILFLEY 


In Speech at Elsberry, He De- 
clares Message Was One of 
Many Paid for by “Friends 
of the Huns.” 


GARDNER SILENT 
AS TO TELEGRAM 


Senator, at Nevada, Declares 
$20,000,000 Shoe Firm Is 
Using Its Advertising “‘to 
Crack Whip for Folk.” 


Former Gov. Folk,.candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator, has joined in 
the controversy aroused by the dis- 
covery of the fact that Senator Wilf- 
ley, whom he is opposing for the 
nomination, signed a peace petition 
to President Wilson, after the Unite 
States had severed diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany, and about three 
weeks before war was declared. 

In a campaign speech at Elsberry 
yesterday, Folk declared that the pe- 
tition signed by Wilfley, and others 
like it, were written and 
the expenses of their trans- 
mission were paid by “friends

of the brutal Huns.” He declared 
that he desired only 100-per-cent 
American votes, Folk also wrote a 
letter to the St. Louis Republic, in 
which he censured Wilfley at greater 
length. 

“Tf all Americans had the same 


sentiments as Mr. Wilfley expressed,”’ | 
Folk wrote, ‘‘we would not have en- | 
tered the war, Germany would have) 
been successful as against England | 
and France and we would have ha.-1 | 
to fight alone a victorious Germany| 
later on. If the sympathy for Ger- 
many expressed by Mr. Wilfley were 
well founded, then we had no just 
cause to go to war against Germany, 
and we are spending our money and 
the blood of America’s sons in an 
unholy and unrighteous war.”’ 

Senator Wilfley, in a campaign 
speech vesterday at Nevada, attacked 
the Republic for saying, in an edito- 
rial yesterday morning, that he did 
not ‘‘measure up’’ to a standard of 
100-per-cent Americanism. He said 
the Republic was “in bad repute, anc 
losing money and subscriptions,’’ and 
he questioned its loyalty to the Dem- 
ocratic party in the 1916 campaign 

Gardner Silent on Telegram. 

Wilfley also declared that the In- 
ternational Shoe Co., a $20,000,000 
corporation, is backing Folk, and is 
using its advertising as a means to 
“crack its whip over the metropoli- 
tan newspapers and whip them into 
line.” “‘I am not a newspaper adver 
tiser,” he added, “and I do not con- 
trol a single column of advertising 
space.”’ 

Gov. Gardner, when questioned 
about his attitude toward Wilfley’s 
candidacy, in view of the develop- 
metns, said, ‘““‘The proprieties of the 
occasion do not warrant a statement 
from me at this time.’’
